To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  once  again  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department,  which  was  carried  out  last 
year  under  my  direction  owing  to  the  continued  absence  of  Dr. 
Wynne  on  military  service. 

The  war  has  serious!}7  increased  the  work  of  the  department, 
not  merely  by  causing  a  reduction  in  the  staff,  but  by  giving  rise  to 
circumstances  that  have  tended  to  influence  unfavourably  the 
health  of  the  younger  members  of  the  community,  particularly  as 
regards  infectious  diseases.  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles  have  been 
prevalent,  and  the  extensive  epidemic  of  the  former,  which  occurred 

during  1915,  continued  in  lessened  extent  last  year. 

• 

The  war  again  has  caused  a  postponement  of  improvements 
and  alterations,  which  are  urgently  needed.  I  refer  especially  to  the 
conversion  of  closets,  the  paving  of  yards,  and  the  building  of  new 
houses. 

A  perusal  of  the  following  report  will  show  that  much  steady 
work  has  been  done  in  many  directions. 

In  spite  of  the  war  the  past  year  has  been  fruitful  in  man}7 
respects.  The  following  outstanding  features  may  be  mentioned  :  — 

(1)  The  marked  drop  in  the  infant  mortality  rate.  This 

works  out  at  113  per  1,000  births — a  record  in  the 

history  of  Wigan.  The  next  lowest  rates  have  been  125 

in  1912  and  133  in  1910.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the 

presence  of  two  additional  Health  Visitors  and  the  general 
working  of  the  scheme  for  child  welfare  have  been  largely 
instrumental  in  ovexcoming  the  influence  of  unfavourable 
sanitary  conditions. 

(2)  The  appointment  of  two  fully-trained  Nurses  to  be  in 

charge  of  both  hospitals  and  the  gradual  introduction  of 

necessary  changes  for  the  betterment  of  these  institutions. 

(3)  The  provision  of  two  motor  vehicles,  which  are  now 
housed  in  a  suitable  garage  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 
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(4)  The  practical  solution  of  the  problem  of  preventable 

nuisance  arising  from  the  offensive  trades  in  the  Borough. 

(5)  The  work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

I  cannot  but  express  my  best  thanks  for  the  confidence  and 
support,  that  you  and  the  Housing  and  Insanitary  Houses  Com¬ 
mittee,  have  at  all  times  accorded  me. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Town  Clerk,  for  his  unfailing 
kindness  and  valuable  advice  on  many  occasions  ;  also  to  the 
Borough  Engineer,  and  other  Officials,  who  have  helped  me  from  time 
to  time. 

The  work  of  a  Health  Department  is  never  finished,  and  the 
fight  against  disease  and  death  is  unending.  I  have  pleasure  in 
recording  the  excellent  work  done  by  the  Staff  of  the  department, 
who  have  one  and  all  worked  loyally  with  me.  I  have  found  them 
keen  and  attentive  to  their  duties  and  anxious  to  assist  me,  as  far 
as  lay  in  their  power.

Acreage. — With  an  acreage  of  5,082,  and  a  civil  population 
estimated  at  83,203,  we  have  16-37  persons  per  acre. 


Population.- — This  figure  has  been  supplied  by  the  Registrar- 
General.  The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  for  the  population  of 
the  Borough  on  July  1st,  1914,  i.e.,  a  month  before  the  outbreak  of 
war,  was  90,842.  There  is  thus  a  reduction  of  over  7,639  during  the 
two  years  due  to  the  departure  of  men  joining  His  Majesty’s  forces. 
The  loss  of  thousands  of  the  strongest  and  healthiest  members  of  the 
community,  whose  expectation  of  life  would  be  long,  has  naturally 
an  adverse  effect  upon  the  death-rate. 

Births. — The  number  of  births  registered  during  iqi6  is  2,108 
(males  1,063,  females  1,043),  the  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population 
being  24-20.  The  birth-rate,  compared  with  1915,  is  3-41  lower. 
The  birth-rate,  estimated  on  Registrar-General’s  population  for 
Wigan,  July  1st,  1916,  is  23-28.  The  illegitimate  births  number  84, 
or  -92  per  cent. 
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The  Mortality-rate. — The  deaths  for  1916  number  1,284  (males 
664,  females  620),  being  an  excess  of  44  males  over  females.  The 
recorded  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  per  annum  is  15-42  ;  in 
1915,  19-17  ;  thus  on  a  population  of  83,203  we  have  a  decrease 
in  deaths  of  371  as  compared  with  1915.  There  is,  therefore, 
a  decrease  in  the  death-rate  of  3-75  per  1,000.

Infantile  Mortality. — The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under 
one  year  is  240,  or  113  per  1,000  births,  and  of  children  over  one 
year  and  under  five  years  134,  or  i*6i  per  1,000  of  the  population.

There  has  been  a  decrease  of  150  infantile  deaths  during  the 
year,  which  has  caused  the  infant  mortality-rate  to  drop  from  163 
to  113  per  1,000  births.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Premature 
Birth,  Congenital  Debility,  etc.  (Group  1),  is  probably  capable  of 
considerable  reduction  ;  an  increased  amount  of  attention  could  be 
paid  to  the  health  of  expectant  mothers.  This  aspect  of  the  mater¬ 
nity  and  child  welfare  work  will  doubtless  be  more  fully  developed 
after  the  war.

These  were  6  in  number  ;  three  being  from  Pneumonia,  and 
one  each  from  Bronchitis,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  Tetanus 
following  a  gun-shot  wound.

The  steady  decrease  in  the  number  of  successful  Vaccinations 
cannot  but  be  viewed  with  misgivings.  The  medical  testimony 
is  overwhelmingly  in  favour  of  this  simple  and  edacious  form  of 
insurance  against  Small-pox.  If  the  disease  appears  in  Wigan,  the 
presence  of  a  large  number  of  susceptible  (i.e.,  noil-vaccinated) 
persons  is  likely  to  have  serious  consequences. 

Small-pox  was  present  in  several  towns  and  districts  during 

1916. 


Though  no  actual  cases  occurred  in  the  Borough,  the  disease 
was  present  during  the  year  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  viz.  : 
Hindley,  Ince,  Abram,  Feigh,  and  Atherton.  Owing  to  the  absence 
of  a  suitable  hospital  of  their  own,  the  Corporation  made  a  temporary 
arrangement  with  the  Feigh  Joint  Hospital  Board  to  receive  such 
Borough  cases  as  might  occur. 

The  growth  and  extension  of  Wigan  and  adjacent  districts 
during  recent  years  has  rendered  the  existing  small  local  hospitals 
unsafe  for  use.  The  ideal  arrangement  would  appear  to  be  the 
provision  of  one  or  more  institutions  to  serve  a  large  area,  the  patients 
being  conveyed  bv  motor  ambulance.  For  this  purpose,  a  large 
expenditure  on  buildings  would  not  be  necessary.  What  is  required 
is  the  provision  of  small  permanent  accommodation  on  a  suitable 
site  with  arrangements  for  the  speedy  provision  of  temporarv  ex¬ 
tensions  as  might  be  required. 


There  have  been  extensive  epidemics  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Measles  during  the  year.  As  similar  causes  have  contributed  to  the 
spread  of  these  diseases,  it  will  be  convenient  to  summarise  them 
here  : — - 


(1)  Ignorance.— The  vast  majority  of  the  people  appear  to  be 
unaware  of  the  early  symptoms  and  signs  of  the  common  infectious 
diseases,  and  of  the  precautions  to  be  taken.  The  educational 
efforts  by  leaflets,  poster,  etc.,  during  an  epidemic  are  really  too  late. 
I  have  long  felt  that  one  of  the  primary  functions  of  a  health  depart¬ 
ment  is  to  instruct  the  people  regulaily  and  persistently  by  means 
of  all  the  recognised  agencies  with  a  view  to  preventing  serious 
outbreaks  of  epidemic  disease. 
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(2)  Common  Closets  and  Backyards. — These  exist  in  largd 
numbers  in  the  Borough  and  naturally  lead  to  close  association. 

(3)  Overcrowding. — Owing  to  the  shortage  of  houses  serious 
overcrowding  exists  in  many  districts,  and  effective  isolation  is  then 
impossible  at  home. 

(4)  Circumstances  brought  about  by  the  War  : — 

(a)  One  result  of  the  War  has  been  the  aggregation  of  the 

families  of  soldiers,  etc.,  in  public  places,  thus 
readily  affording  additional  facilities  for  the  spread 
of  the  disease,  as  well  as  the  danger  of  complications 
to  the  sick  children  taken  out. 

(b)  The  absence  of  certain  doctors  on  military  service 

and  the  large  amount  of  disease  have  thrown  a 
serious  burden  upon  those  remaining  in  the  town. 

(c)  It  has  long  been  realised  that  the  popularity  of  cinemas 

amongst  children  is  a  potent  cause  of  the  spread 
of  infectious  diseases.  An  important  step  was 
taken  by  the  Watch  Committee  early  last  year  in 
requiring  as  a  condition  of  granting  cinematograph 
licenses,  the  exclusion  of  children  under  fourteen, 
whenever  this  might  be  asked  for  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Health  Committee,  owing  to  the 
prevalence  of  any  infectious  disease.

We  have  15  deaths  amongst  those  notified  ;  9  occurred  in 
hospital ;  giving  a  fatality-rate  of  1  -90  of  hospital-treated  cases  as 
against  1-30  in  1915. 


AGE  INCIDENCE  OF  SCARLET  FEVER. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  the  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  raged 
in  1915  continued  last  year.  Fortunately,  it  was  of  a  mild  character, 
but  its  mildness  added  to  the  extent  of  the  epidemic.  In  a  large 
number  of  cases  the  symptoms  were  slight,  the  rash  fleeting  or 
apparently  absent,  and  the  constitutional  disturbance  negligible. 
Thus  the  existence  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  frequently  unrecognised 
until  peeling  occurred,  and  even  then  this  was  often  ignored  by 
unobservant  and  careless  parents.  Many  cases  were  not  notified 
by  doctors  until  peeling  was  discovered. 

As  a  result  of  taxing  the  resources  of  Whelley  Hospital  to 
the  utmost,  472  cases,  or  over  57-6  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified 
were  admitted  during  the  }Tear.  The  remainder,  perforce,  were 
more  or  less  isolated  at  home.  The  apparent  absence  of  illness  in 
the  children  affected  caused  a  certain  amount  of  indifference  on  the 
part  of  parents  to  the  isolation  of  the  cases,  even  when  this  was 
possible,  and  the  infrequent  visits  of  doctors,  for  reasons  I  have 
already  mentioned,  favoured  this  indifference.  Some  cases  of  wilful 
exposure  occurred,  but  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  sufficient  evidence 
to  render  prosecutions  advisable.  The  disease  was  well  distributed 
throughout  the  Borough,  and  school  closure  appeared  useless, 
especially  in  view  of  the  absence  of  restrictions  as  to  visits  to  places 
of  amusement,  etc.  Under  these  circumstances,  hospital  isolation 
of  about  half  the  cases  could  not  be  expected  to  have  much  influence 
in  limiting  the  spread  of  the  disease.  The  removal  of  as  many  cases 
as  possible  was  undertaken,  especially  in  view  of  the  constant  presence 
of  soldiers  on  furlough  and  of  the  existence  in  the  town  of  factories 
engaged  upon  war  work  (soldiers’  clothing,  etc.).

The  administrative  control  of  Measles  in  an  industrial  town 
like  Wigan  is  extraordinarily  difficult  owing  to  the  following  un¬ 
favourable  circumstances  : — 

(1)  The  gross  ignorance  of  the  public  as  to  the  seriousness 

of  Measles,  and  their  refusal  to  take  elementary 
precautions  in  spite  of  repeated  warnings. 

(2)  The  facilities  for  aggregation  of  children  in  public 

thoroughfares,  places  of  amusement,  shops,  trams, 
etc. 

(3)  The  impossibility  of  isolating  infected  children  in  the 

homes  owing  to  the  insufficient  accommodation 
therein. 

(4)  The  large  number  of  common  backyards. 
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In  view  of  the  above  facts,  school  closure  does  not  produce  the 
results  that  might  be  expected. 

Measles  became  compulsorily  notifiable  throughout  the  country 
on  ist  January,  1916.

Enteric  Fever  is  endemic  in  Wigan,  as  in  other  towns  having 
a  high  proportion  of  privy  and  pail  closets.  A  sharp  outbreak  began 
early  in  January. 


The  causes  of  the  outbreak  were  carefully  investigated,  and  I 
was  fortunate  in  having  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Macewan  of  the  Local 
Government  Board.  No  common  cause  (e.g.,  water,  shellfish,  food, 
etc.)  could  be  found.  The  cases  naturally  separated  into  groups, 
each  group  being  dependant  on  a  mild  or  mixed  case  of  the  disease. 
The  following  examples  may  be  regarded  as  typical  : — Nos.  19,  21, 
23,  Soho  Street,  are  three  adjacent  houses  with  separate  water 
closets  ;  No.  18,  Wenlock  Street,  is  a  few  yards  away  and  has  a 
privy  closet.  The  father  of  three  cases  at  21,  Soho  Street,  died  on 
20th  December,  1915,  from  a  disease  which  lasted  for  seven  weeks 
and  was  certified  as  “  Influenza  and  brain  softening/'  On  19th 
December  a  child  in  the  house  sickened,  was  ill  for  three  weeks  and 
then  recovered.  The  mother  of  three  cases  at  19,  Soho  Street, 
washed  and  laid  out  the  man  who  died.  She  did  not  contract  the 
disease,  but  apparently  conveyed  it  to  her  children.  A  case  at  23, 
Soho  Street,  washed  the  bedding  at  21,  Soho  Street.  A  patient  at 
18,  Wenlock  Street,  was  a  friend  of  one  of  the  patients  at  21,  Soho 
Street.  A  patient  at  4,  Frith  Street,  had  washed  the  clothes,  etc., 
at  23,  Soho  Street.  There  were  three  definite  cases  at  19,  Soho 
Street,  four  at  21,  Soho  Street,  four  at  23,  Soho  Street,  four  at  Frith 
Street,  one  at  18,  Wenlock  Street,  all  known  to  be  traceable  to  the 
man  who  died  in  December,  1915.  In  addition,  there  were  two 
cases  at  16,  Soho  Street,  and  one  at  23,  Soho  Street,  whose  connection 
with  the  other  cases  was  suspected.  Thus  16  cases  certainly,  and 
probably  19,  were  traceable  to  the  supposed  case  of  “  Influenza  and 
brain  softening/’  in  addition  to  the  child  which  recovered  from  an 
uncertain  illness  of  three  weeks’  duration. 


In  three  cases  the  patient  was  dead  when  the  notification  was 
received  from  the  doctor.  In  this  epidemic  late  diagnosis  and 
notification,  whatever  the  cause,  were  a  serious  hindrance  to  effective 
action. 

The  following  steps  were  taken  to  limit  the  spread  of  the 
disease  : — 

(1)  Immediate  removal  of  patients  to  the  Infectious 

Diseases  Hospital. 

(2)  Careful  instruction  of  the  patients’  friends,  both  by 

leaflet  and  verbally,  as  to  the  precautions  necessary. 

(3)  Provision  of  special  pails  by  the  Sanitary  Works’ 

Department  for  infected  houses  having  no  water 
closet. 


so 


(4)  Disinfection  of  the  pails  from  the  whole  of  the  infected 

area. 

(5)  Circular  letter  to  the  doctors  practising  in  the  Borough 

on  26th  January,  emphasising  the  importance  of 
early  diagnosis  of  continued  fevers  (Enteric  or 
Tuberculosis)  and  inviting  private  intimation  of 
doubtful  cases  with  a  view  to  consultation  ^and, 
if  necessary,  transference  to  hospital  for  obser¬ 
vation. 

(6)  Supply  of  outfits  for  Widal  blood-test  freely  available 

to  doctors. 

(7)  Disinfectants  supplied  free  of  cost  to  infected  houses.

The  reduction  in  the  Diarrhoea  death-rate  was  marked,  and 
probably  the  climatic  conditions  were  favourable  to  a  low  death-rate. 
Apart  from  this  cause,  three  other  factors  were  also  of  undoubted 
value  : — 

(1)  The  liberal  use  of  attractive  pictorial  posters  on 

hoardings  and  of  leaflets  during  spring  and  summer. 
It  is  known  that  these  received  much  attention 
and  they  appear  to  have  caught  the  popular 
imagination. 

(2)  The  work  of  the  four  Health  Visitors. 

(3)  A  strict  enforcement  of  the  bye-laws  with  regard  to 

the  removal  of  manure  from  stables,  etc.

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

It  is  not  possible  accurately  to  estimate  the  extent  of  the 
existence  of  these  diseases  (Syphilis,  Gonorrhoea,  and  Soft  Sore) 
in  the  Borough,  as  they  are  not  notifiable,  and  the  death  certificates 
usually  give  no  indication  that  a  person  has  died  from  a  disease  due 
to  infection  by  the  organisms  of  Syphilis  or  Gonorrhoea.  In  the 
report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Venereal  Diseases  (which  is 
admirably  summarised  in  publications  issued  in  cheap  and  handy 
forms  by  the  National  Council  for  combating  these  diseases)  the 
industries  and  occupations  such  as  are  followed  in  Wigan  come  low 
down  in  the  table  of  comparative  frequenc}7.  On  the  other  hand, 
it  is  the  opinion  of  most  of  the  doctors  in  the  town  that  these  diseases 
are  much  more  frequent  since  the  outbreak  of  the  War.  The  Local 
Government  Board  issued  an  important  series  of  circulars  in  July 
last,  and  in  accordance  with  instructions  I  presented  the  following 
interim  report 
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Health  Office,  Wigan, 

25th  September,  1916, 


Venerear  Diseases. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee . 
Gentremen, 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I  beg  to  report  upon  this 
important  subject. 

The  report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Venereal  Diseases 
established  beyond  dispute  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  deaths 
and  much  preventable  sickness  and  ill-health,  as  well  as  a  large 
proportion  of  the  sterility  of  women,  including  miscarriages,  are  due 
to  these  diseases.  The  Commission  made  certain  definite  recom¬ 
mendations  for  dealing  with  the  evils,  and  in  particular  expressed 
the  view  “  that  the  conditions  now  existing  and  those  which  must 
follow  on  the  conclusion  of  the  War  imperatively  require  that  action 
should  be  taken  without  delay  ....  We  realise  the  claims  of 
economy  at  the  present  moment,  but  we  believe  that  all  necessary 
expenditure  will  be  recouped  by  the  results  which  can  be  obtained. 
No  short-sighted  parsimony  should  be  permitted  to  stand  in  the 
way  of  all  means  that  science  can  suggest  and  organisation  can 
supply  for  guarding  the  present  and  future  generations  upon  whom 
the  restoration  of  national  prosperity  must  depend.” 

The  Government  have  decided  to  adopt  many  of  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  Commission,  and  the  Bocal  Government  Board 
have  lately  issued  a  pamphlet  containing  important  regulations, 
together  with  recommendations  and  suggestions  as  to  the  best  means 
of  carrying  out  the  regulations.  As  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  each  member  of  the  Council  to  receive  a  copy  of  this  important 
pamphlet,  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  repeat  fully  all  that  it  contains, 
and  I  shall  deal  only  with  its  salient  features. 

It  is  not  possible  precisely  to  estimate  the  extent  of  the  pre¬ 
valence  of  Venereal  Diseases  in  Wigan,  but  from  consultations  I  have 
had  with  the  local  medical  practitioners  and  midwives,  I  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  these  diseases  are  fairly  widespread,  and  that 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  War  a  large  increase  in  the  extent  of  their 
prevalence  may  be  anticipated. 

The  Public  Health  (Venereal  Diseases)  Regulation  provide 
that  the  Council  of  every  County  and  County  Borough — 

(1)  Shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  make  arrange¬ 
ments  for  enabling  any  medical  practitioners  practising  in 
the  area  of  the  Council  to  obtain,  at  the  cost  of  the  Council, 
a  scientific  report  on  any  material  which  the  practitioner 
may  submit  from  a  patient  suspected  to  be  suffering  from 
Venereal  Disease  ; 

(2)  Shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Board  a  scheme 

(a)  for  the  treatment  at  and  in  hospitals,  or  other 
institutions,  of  persons  suffering  from  Venereal 

Disease,  and 
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( b )  for  supplying  medical  practitioners  with  salvarsan, 
or  its  substitutes,  for  the  treatment  and  prevention 
of  Venereal  Disease. 

■■  \  t 

A  Government  grant  of  75  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  approved 
schemes  will  be  payable,  in  order  that  the  facilities  provided  should 
be  available  for  the  whole  population.  The  Board  emphasise  the 
necessity  for  making  it  clear  that  the  treatment  provided  at  hospitals 
must  be  available  for  all  comers,  irrespective  of  place  of  residence 
or  the  means  of  the  patient.  Furthermore,  the  clinics  or  centres  of 
treatment  are  not  to  be  specially  designated  as  for  Venereal  Diseases, 
and  nothing  is  to  be  done  which  may  distinguish  the  patients  who 
attend  for  treatment  of  these  diseases. 


In  preparing  the  following  scheme  to  meet  local  requirements 
I  have  freely  consulted  all  those  likely  to  be  interested,  and  especially 
members  of  the  local  medical  profession,  including  their  accredited 
representatives.  t 

The  intention  of  the  Local  Government  Board  is  that  the 
Medical  Officer  . of  Health  shall  act  as  Administrative  Officer  of  the 
whole  scheme,  co-ordinating  its  various  departments. 


Special  facilities  are  to  be  provided  by  the  Council  for  expert 
laboratory  diagnosis,  while  the  clinical  work  should  be  undertaken 
at  a  general  hospital  by  an  expert  or  specialist  officer  to  be  appointed 
by  the  governing  body  of  the  institution. 

1.  Laboratory  Facilities. — This  work  could  not  be  undertaken 
in  Wigan,  and  the  Board  are  rightly  averse  to  the  work  being  under¬ 
taken  at  private  laboratories  established  on  a  commercial  basis. 
After  careful  consideration,  I  recommend  that  you  authorise  me  to 
negotiate  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratories,  Manchester  Uni¬ 
versity,  for  the  examination  of  pathological  specimens. 


2.  Other  Facilities  for  Diagnosis  and  Treatment. — The  natural 
institution  for  undertaking  this  work  is  the  Royal  Albert  Edward 
Infirmary.  This  institution  already  provides  treatment  for  a  number 
of  cases  of  Venereal  Disease  in  connection  with  the  skin  department. 
What  is  now  required  is  an  extension  of  the  present  facilities  in  view 
of  the  increased  numbers  who  are  likely  to  attend  as  a  result  of  the 
proposed  scheme  (without  recommends).  In  addition  to  the  out¬ 
patient  clinic,  I  think  that  two  beds  as  a  minimum  would  be  required 
for  in-patients. 


Under  such  an  arrangement  as  suggested,  the  whole  of  the 
reasonable  expenses  to  which  the  Infirmary  might  be  put  (including 
the  payment  of  the  Specialist,  supply  of  drugs  and  apparatus,  services 
of  nurses  and  orderlies,  use  of  rooms  anjl  beds,  clerical  expenses, 
heating  and  lighting,  laundry  work  and  cleaning)  would  be  payable 
by  the  Corporation,  which  in  turn  would  receive  75  per  cent,  of  the 
cost  from  the  Government, 


The  Infirmary  Board  have  received  a  communication  from  the 
Bocal  Government  Board  upon  the  subject,  and  the  matter  is  engaging 
their  attention.  I  recommend  that  a  sub-committee  be  appointed 
to  attempt  to  negotiate  with  the  Infirmary  Board  by  means  of 
conference  or  otherwise.  I  cannot  imagine  that  the  Infirmary 
authorities  would  wish  to  forfeit  the  public  sympathy  and  support 
they  have  hitherto  enjoyed  by  declining  to  extend  their  sphere  of 
usefulness,  the  more  especially  as  this  would  be  accomplished  free 
of  cost  to  themselves. 

3.  When  the  scheme  is  working,  I  recommend  that  you 
authorise  me  to  take  active  steps  to  make  the  arrangements  widely 
known  by  suitable  means.  The  Board  urge  the  necessity  for  a  steady 
educational  campaign,  and  suggest  that  a  representative  committee 
be  formed  for  this  purpose  to  include  representatives  of  the  medical 
profession,  midwives,  police  and  poor  law  authorities,  probation 
officers,  rescue  workers,  clergy  and  ministers  of  all  denominations, 
and  other  voluntary  agencies.  A  sufficient  number  of  suitable 
women  would  also  be  included.

My  recommendations  were  adopted  by'  the  Council,  but  un¬ 
fortunately  the  Board  of  the  local  Infirmary  found  themselves 
unable  to  give  a  definite  answer  to  our  proposals,  on  the  ground  that 
they  are  uncertain  as  to  their  ability  to  provide  the  requisite  accom¬ 
modation. 

Provisional  arrangements  for  the  laboratory  work  have  been 
made  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  Manchester  University.

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The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  year  in  the  history  of  the  hospital, 
587  patients  having  been  admitted.  Of  these,  489  had  been  notified 
as  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  and  99  as  Enteric  Fever.  In  order  to 
deal  with  this  large  number  of  persons  the  resources  of  the  hospital 
were  severely  taxed.  The  greatest  credit  is  due  to  the  whole  of  the 
staff,  and  in  particular  to  Miss  Lawler  (the  housekeeper),  whose 
-position  has  been  one  of  great  responsibility.  The  permanent  staff 
has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  two  temporary  probationers, 
while  outside  temporary  unskilled  labour  has  been  obtained  as 
required. 

The  overcrowding  of  the  wards  has  been  largely  counteracted 
by  very  free  ventilation,  and  whenever  possible  the  convalescent 
children  were  allowed  exercise  in  the  grounds.  Special  wards  were 
reserved  for  the  acute  cases,  and,  as  these  became  convalescent, 
they  were  drafted  to  other  wards.  Seeing  that  only  the  more  serious 
cases  were  admitted,  the  results  of  treatment  must  be  considered 
very  satisfactory. 

A  few  of  the  cases  developed  the  usual  complications,  e.g., 
glandular  abscesses,  Nephritis,  etc. 


As  is  usual  everywhere,  a  few  “  return  ”  cases  were  reported 
principally  during  the  winter  months. 


It  was  deemed  advisable  in  the  summer  to  appoint  a  fully- 
trained  Matron,  and  a  very  happy  choice  was  made  in  the  appointment 
of  Miss  Moss,  who  has  had  considerable  previous  experience. 
Foitunately  it  has  also  been  possible  to  letain  the  services  of  Miss 
Lawler  as  housekeeper,  and  a  number  of  necessary  reforms  and 
improvements  have  been  gradually  introduced.  During  the  greater 
part  of  the  year  I  have  held  a  weekly  class  for  probationers. 


Owing  to  the  horse  and  vehicle  used  for  conveying  infectious 
patients  and  clothing  becoming  worn  out,  a  “  Maxwell  ”  motor 
ambulance  and  a  motor  van,  with  detachable  metal  lining,  were 
purchased  at  a  cost  of  £460.  A  suitable  garage  was  built  in  the 
hospital  grounds.  This  is  a  much  more  satisfactory  arrangement 
than  using  horse  vehicles,  housed  at  the  Miry  Lane  (conservancy) 
Depot.  It  is  proposed  to  transfer  the  disinfector  from  there  to  the 
hospital  grounds  at  an  early  date,

The  hospital  has  had  a  busy  and  successful  year,  135  patients 
(including  24  County  Council  patients)  being  admitted.  Full  details 
are  shown  in  the  accompanying  tables. 
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The  development  of  the  improvements  and  extensions  has 
been  continued.  The  internal  fittings  and  necessary  appliances 
have  gradually  been  obtained,  so  that  the  wards,  etc.,  are  now 
completely  furnished.  The  laying-out  of  the  grounds  has  been 
gradual^  continued  by  the  two  aged  gardeners,  and  to  a  less  degree 
by  the  patients.  An  agreement  has  been  entered  into  with  the 
County  Council  whereby  the  latter  have  the  use  of  four  beds  for  a 
yearly  payment  of  £312.  Thus  18  beds  are  still  available  for  the 
Borough,  eight  of  which  are  reserved  for  insured  persons. 

During  the  year  the  nursing  and  administrative  arrangements 
necessary  for  the  large  number  of  patients  now  being  treated  have 
been  considerably  improved.  A  fully-trained  sister  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  to  be  in  resident  charge,  and  the  lodge  has  been  decorated 
and  improved  so  as  to  accommodate  her  together  with  the  two 
assistant  nurses  and  the  two  maids. 

The  patients  have  been  usually  suffering  from  fairly  advanced 
or  chronic  disease,  and  the  same  routine  of  treatment  as  outlined 
in  my  last  report  has  been  followed.  Tuberculin  has  not  been  used. 
Success  in  the  treatment  of  Consumption  depends  largely  upon  a 
faithful  and  regular  observance  of  certain  definite  rules.  These 
are  brought  conspicuously  to  the  notice  of  the  patients,  who  aie 
encouraged  to  observe  them.  There  is  thus  continuity  in  the  treat¬ 
ment  received  before  admission,  while  in  the  institution,  and  after 
discharge.

MATERNITY  &  CHILD 

This  most  important  branch  of  the  work  of  the  department 
has  continued  to  receive  full  attention,  and  to  the  labours  of  the 
four  health  visitors  is  due  in  part,  at  any  rate,  the  marked  reduction 
in  the  infant  mortality-rate.  There  have  been  two  changes  in  the 
staff  during  the  year,  and  this  is  to  be  regretted,  as  the  local  knowledge 
of  a  health  visitor  is  a  valuable  asset  in  her  work,  bringing  her  more 
closely  in  touch  with  the  mothers  and  more  deeply  in  their  confidence. 
It  is  true  economy  to  pay  salaries  sufficient  to  attract  and  retain 
the  best  type  of  woman.  The  cost  of  replacing  women  practically 
corresponds  to  am^  salary  saved.  It  must  also  be  remembered,  that 
one-lialf  of  the  total  cost  of  this  work  is  now  paid  from  the  national 
exchequer.

Talks  and  Demonstrations .- — 

Subjects. — Hygienic  clothing  of  infants  ;  advantages  of  breast¬ 
feeding  ;  infantile  ailments  ;  infectious  diseases  ;  first-aid  bandaging; 
poultice  making ;  peptonized  milk ;  whey ;  albumen  water ; 
patterns  of  hygienic  clothing  cut  out  and  given  to  the  mothers. 
Danger  of  dummy  teats. 

The  Central  Clinic  has  continued  at  the  School  Clinic,  Rodney 
Street,  kindly  lent  free  of  cost  by  the  Education  Authority.  The 
work  has  grown,  however,  so  much  that  already  the  premises  are 
too  small.  An  extra  room  is  needed,  and  the  provision  of  better 
accommodation  should  be  carefully  considered  in  the  near  future. 
Meetings  have  been  held  twice  weekly,  on  Monday  and  Thursday 
afternoons. 

The  Clinic  at  Pemberton  has  been  transferred  from  the  Con¬ 
sumption  Hospital  to  excellent  premises  at  15,  Billinge  Road.  This 
house  was  formerly  occupied  by  a  photographer,  and  the  large  studio 
at  the  rear  is  admirably  suited  for  our  purpose.  Meetings  are  held 
here  also  on  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons. 
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The  work  was  largely  educational  and  preventive.  The  mothers 
were  advised  as  to  the  feeding  and  general  upbringing  of  their  babies, 
whose  weights  were  recorded  at  each  visit.  Many  of  the  infants 
weie  well  and  healthy  ;  in  the  case  of  those  that  were  definitely  ill, 
the  parents  were  referred  to  a  private  doctor  if  on  enquiry  they 
appeared  able  to  afford  it.  This  was  done  in  order  to  avoid  incurring 
the  hostility  of  the  general  practitioners.  The  poorer  mothers  were 
referred  to  the  out-patient  department  of  the  Infirmary,  or  to  the 
parish  doctor.  I  think,  however,  that  in  these  cases  simple  drugs 
should  be  provided  at  the  Clinic.  The  mothers  likewise  received 
advice  as  to  their  own  health  during  pregnancy,  etc. 

The  Clinics  were  conducted  by  the  health  visitors,  under  my 
supervision  ;  with  the  assistance  of  a  few  ladies  who  came  regularly 
as  volunteer  helpers.  It  was  arranged  that  all  sick  babies  should  be 
referred  to  me  personally  for  advice. 

It  is  clear  that  the  work  would  increase  in  value  and  scope 
if  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or  an  assistant,  were  regularly 
present  throughout  each  session. 

During  the  afternoons,  simple  talks  to  the  mothers  were 
frequently  given,  and  a  cup  of  tea,  etc.,  was  provided  ;  the  women 
usually  paying  a  penny  a  visit  towards  the  cost  of  this.  Thus  they 
were  encouraged  to  preserve  their  independence  and  self-respect. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  there  has  been  little 
poverty  in  the  Borough  during  the  year.  What  the  mothers  essen¬ 
tially  need  is  sympathetic  enlightenment  on  all  matters  relative  to 
the  health  of  themselves  and  their  families.  So  far  our  staff  have 
all  been  well  received,  and  they  have  clearly  secured  the  confidence 
of  the  people  they  seek  to  help. 

MIDWIVES’  ACT,  1902. 

Fort3;r-nine  midwives  were  registered,  as  practising  within  the 
Borough,  all  of  whom  have  been  regularly  visited  at  their  homes, 
and  followed  when  out  to  their  cases.  Their  bags  and  appliances 
were  also  examined. 

Thirteen  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified,  and 
careful  instruction  was  given  to  the  mothers  as  to  the  correct  way 
to  carry  out  the  doctor’s  treatment.

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

There  have  been  6  cases  and  2  deaths  from  Puerperal  Fever 
as  compared  with  5  cases  and  4  deaths  in  1915. 

In  one  of  the  deaths  a  midwife  had  been  attending  the  woman. 

There  have  been  3  breaches  of  rules  by  midwives — one  being 
very  serious  ;  the  midwife  was  reported  to  the  Central  Midwives’ 
Board,  with  the  result  that  her  name  was  removed  from  the  roll. 
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111 -Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  is  86  against  Q5  in  1915 
and  89  in  1914.  The  number  of  deaths  from  other  Tubercular 
affections  is  30  against  31  in  1915  and  30  in  1914.

Report  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee . 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Fourth  Annual  Report,  necessarily  brief, 
in  existing  circumstances,  of  the  work  done  for  the  Corporation  at 
and  in  connection  with  the  Joint  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  during 
1916.  The  efficient  continuance  of  the  wx>rk  has  been  hampered 
by  necessary  changes  of  staff,  due  to  military  and  other  causes.  The 
more  essential  portions  of  the  work  have,  however,  been  satisfactorily 
accomplished,  though,  as  I  reported  last  year,  the  whole  of  the 
developments  and  extensions,  including  research  work,  which  I  had 
contemplated,  have  been  further  postponed  owing  to  my  duties  as 
deputy  for  Dr.  Wynne.  For  this  reason  also  very  few  contacts 
have  been  examined. 

The  medical  practitioners  have  continued  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  advantages  that  the  dispensary  affords,  and  our  relations 
continue  of  a  cordial  nature.  One  hundred  and  thirty-eight  Borough 
cases  were  referred  by  them  to  me  during  the  year,  and  they  were 
encouraged  to  send  sputum  of  doubtful  cases.  Similarly  345  County 
patients  were  referred  to  me  by  their  doctors. 

A  large  number  of  suspected  cases  of  Tuberculosis  have  also 
been  referred  to  me  by  Recruiting  Officers  and  Recruiting  Medical 
Boards  in  and  around  Wigan. 

It  is^desirable  to  emphasise  in  this  place  the  fact  that  negative 
results  do  not  necessarily  mean  freedom  from  Tuberculosis,  and  that 
positive  results,  on  the  other  hand,  are  usually  indicative  of  advanced 
disease.  A  diagnosis  of  Phthisis  can  often  be  made  before  tubercle 
bacilli  are  found  in  sputum. 

A  full  report  as  to  sanatorium  benefit  has  been  presented  to 
the  Insurance  Committee.  In  normal  times  this  report,  which 
includes  an  analysis  of  the  3 77  persons  who  applied  for  sanatorium 
benefit  from  July,  1912,  to  December  31st,  1916,  would  be  included 
herein,  but  is  omitted  on  grounds  of  economy. 

The  total  number  of  Borough  cases  of  Tuberculosis  under 
supervision  by  me  on  31st  December  was  356,  but  including  County 
cases,  the  total  number  was  1,926.  A  staff  of  five  nurses  (one  Borough 
and  four  County)  spend  the  whole  of  their  time,  under  my  direction, 
in  instructing  the  patients  and  their  friends,  and  in  improving  the 
home  conditions. 

The  distinguishing  features  of  the  dispensary  methods,  viz., 
efficient  and  thorough  home  supervision  of  cases  have  been  fully 
maintained,  as  previously  described  in  former  reports.  They  will 
be  found  more  fully  described  in  my  forthcoming  book  :  “  The 

Dispensary  and  the  Plome  in  the  Treatment  of  Tuberculosis/'’ 
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The  Care  Committee  has  been  re-organised  in  accordance  with 
the  memorandum  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  issued  in  April, 
1915.  It  is  now  fully  representative  of  all  interests  and  classes,  and 
was  formally  approved  bv  the  Council  in  June  last,  as  part  of  the 
scheme  for  the  prevention  of  Tuberculosis.  Seventy-five  persons 
were  helped  during  the  year  by  the  Care  Committee.

INTRODUCTORY. 

The  general  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  are  similar 
to  those  fully  described  in  previous  reports,  and  the  usual  description 
is  omitted  this  year. 

The  water  supply  has  been  obtained  from  the  usual  sources, 
and  has  been  of  satisfactory  quality. 

Milk  Supply. — Full  particulars  will  be  found  in  the  Borough 
Analyst's  repoit  as  to  the  quality  of  the  samples  taken.  The 
problem  how  to  ensure  an  ample  supply  of  clean  and  pure  milk 
without  unduly  raising  the  price  is  beset  with  difficulties.

Few  soldiers  have  been  billeted  in  the  town  during  the  year, 
as  recruits  were  speedily  sent  away  for  training.  The  constant 
return  of  soldiers  to  infected  houses  has  entailed  an  amount  of 
supervision  as  well  as  the  disinfection  of  their  clothing  previous  to 
leaving  the  Borough.  The  firms  in  the  town  supplying  foodstuffs 
for  the  Army  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time  at  the  request 
of  the  Authorities,  with  a  view  to  maintaining  a  reasonable  standard 
of  sanitation  and  cleanliness, 
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FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

The  workshops  have  been  regularly  and  systematically  visited 
by  your  Inspectors  ;  and  also  the  factories,  on  receipt  of  report  from 
H.M.  Inspectors.  The  bakehouses  have  been  regularly  visited  and 
any  nuisances  arising  have  been  promptly  dealt  with.  The  regu¬ 
lations  as  to  lime  washing,  cleanliness,  etc.,  have  been  enforced.  The 
underground  bakehouses  have  been  kept  in  a  sanitary  condition.

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SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

There  are  25  registered  slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough,  all 
of  which  are  registered  under  the  Towns’  Improvement  Clauses  Act, 
and  1  licensed  slaughter-house.  Most  of  these  slaughter-houses  are 
unsatisfactory,  and  in  default  under  the  Bye-laws.  They  are  generally 
in  close  proximity  to  dwellings,  but  unfortunately  cannot  be  closed 
on  this  account.  Many  of  them  are  ill-paved,  improperly  drained, 
and  insufficiently  lighted.  The  middens  in  connection  with  the 
slaughter-house  constitute  a  .serious  nuisance,  and  as  breeding- 
places  for  flies  constitute  a  real  danger  to  health. 

The  Health  Committee  has  enforced  more  strictly  the  provisions 
of  the  Public  Health  Acts,  and  the  Local  Bye-laws,  that  deal  with 
the  removal  of  manure,  as  it  is  obvious  that  these  breeding-places 
for  flies  cannot  be  allowed  to  remain  unchecked. 

The  fact  that  the  work  of  slaughtering  is  distributed  among 
26  slaughter-houses  in  different  parts  of  the  Borough  renders  the 
work  of  meat  inspection  difficult.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  the  provision  of  the  Municipal  Abattoir  already  decided  upon 
by  the  Council  may  be  accomplished.  At  present,  however,  no 
definite  steps  have  been  taken  for  various  reasons,  but  a  Sub-Com¬ 
mittee  has  been  appointed  to  endeavour  to  find  a  suitable  site. 

Cases  of  Tubercular  or  other  disease  in  meat  are  reported  to  the 
Health  Department  by  the  butchers,  and  are  then  examined  by 
Inspectors,  who  refer  doubtful  cases  to  your  Medical  Officer. 

Independently,  the  slaughter-houses  are  regularly  visited  by 
the  Inspectors. 

The  Council  have  decided  to  appoint  a  whole-time  Veterinary 
Surgeon  to  be  responsible  for  the  meat  inspection  of  the  Borough 
as  well  as  the  other  veterinary  work  of  the  Corporation.  It  is 
intended  for  patriotic  reasons  to  defer  making  this  appointment 
until  the  conclusion  of  the  War. 

Particulars  of  meat  and  other  foodstuffs  surrendered  and 
destroyed  will  be  found  in  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDER. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  Mr.  Woods,  your  Veterinary 
Inspector  : — 

Gentlemen, 

Two  new  cowsheds  have  been  registered  during  the  year,  but 
the  total  number  of  milch  cows  within  the  Borough  is  slightly^  less 
than  in  previous  years.  The  abolition  for  the  period  of  the  War 
of  the  most  valuable  part  of  the  Order,  viz.  :  the  compulsory  dealing 
with  milch  cows  with  Tuberculosis  of  the  Udder,  and  also  of  cattle 
emaciated  from  Tuberculosis,  is  very  unfortunate,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  immediately  the  War  is  over  or  before,  this  exceptionally 
valuable  part  should  be  restored.  I  have,  however,  been  able  to 
deal  satisfactorily  with  the  only  case  of  Ladder  Tuberculosis  I  have 
discovered,  and  also  with  a  few  cases  of  Tuberculosis  with  emaciation. 
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Generally  speaking,  the  regulations  with  regard  to  cleansing 
have  been  satisfactorily  carried  out,  but  some  allowance  has  had  to 
be  made  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour.  There  have  been  no 
outbreaks  during  the  year  among  the  cattle  of  any  of  the  diseases 
scheduled  under  the  Contagious  Diseases  of  Animals  Act.

The  enlistment  of  stokers  and  the  substitution 
of  less  efficient  labour  have  been  taken  into  account. 


HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PEANNING. 

The  Housing  and  Insanitary  Houses  Committee  has  met 
monthly,  with  additional  meetings  from  time  to  time,  in  order  to 
try  and  clear  off  the  large  amount  of  accumulated  arrears.  The 
result  has  been  that  considerable  progress  was  made,  and  52  houses 
were  made  habitable,  as  compared  with  92  in  the  previous  year.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  a  short  account  of  the  work  carried  out  by  me 
under  the  Sale  of  Foods  and  Drugs  Acts,  for  the  year  ending  1916. 

The  total  number  of  samples  analysed  during  the  year  was  192, 
and  consisted  of  125  milks,  13  cream  powders,  8  each  of  butter  and 
cream  of  tartar  substitute,  7  preserved  creams,  6  sugars,  5  each  of 
lard  and  margarine,  4  self-raising  flours,  3  sterilised  creams,  2  each 
of  coffee  and  baking  powder,  and  1  each  of  custard  powder,  cream, 
egg  substitute  powder,  and  tartacream.  As  in  previous  years,  the 
milk  samples  contributed  to  over  half  the  total  number  submitted. 

Nineteen  of  the  samples,  or  9  -8  per  cent,  of  the  samples  analysed 
were  reported  against,  viz.  :  7  milks,  2  butters,  1  cream,  4  cream 
powders,  and  5  cream  of  tartar  substitutes. 

Of  the  7  adulterated  milks,  six  were  deficient  in  the  fat  to  the 
extent  of  3-3,  3-3,  6-o,  6-6,  16 -6,  and  23*3  per  cent,  respectively, 
whilst  the  seventh  contained  4-7  per  cent,  of  extraneous  water  ; 
none  of  the  samples  contained  any  preserving  agent,  e.g.,  boron 
compounds,  formalin,  and  its  preparations,  salicylic  and  benzoic 
acids  ;  and  most  of  the  samples  were  free  from  colouring  matter.

The  “  butter  ”  samples  each  consisted  of  over  90  per  cent,  of 
fat,  foreign  to  butter  fat  ;  whilst  the  cream  sample  contravened  the 
Public  Health  (Milk  and  Cream)  Regulations,  1912,  inasmuch  as  it 
contained  0-2  per  cent,  of  boron  preservative,  expressed  as  boric 
acid. 

During  the  year,  samples  of  baking  powder,  and  more  parti-* 
cularly  baking  powder  substitutes,  were  examined  specially  for 
arsenical  contamination.  During  the  past  years  numerous  substitutes 
for  baking  powder  have  entered  the  market.  These  substitute 
powders  are  mostly  of  a  phosphatic  nature,  manufactured  as  they  are, 
from  bones.  The  latter,  after  preliminary  scouring  are  treated  with 
sulphuric  acid  under  certain  conditions,  and  it  can  readily  be  under¬ 
stood  that  if  impure  acid — containing  excessive  traces  of  arsenical 
compounds — be  used,  such  arsenical  contamination  may  ultimately 
find  its  way  into  the  finished  powder.  Owing  to  complaints,  30 
samples  of  baking  powder  and  allied  substances  were  examined. 
Seven  contained  prohibitive  amounts  of  arsenic,  in  the  proportions 
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of  1/72,  1/50,  1/40,  1/20,  1/18,  T/9,  and  quarter  grain  per  pound  of 
arsenic  respectively  ;  whilst  3  remaining  samples  contained  20,  21 
and  36  per  cent,  of  plaster  of  Paris.  Your  Chief  Inspector  made  a 
thorough  investigation  of  all  suspected  mateiial,  and  the  sale  of  the 
offending  powders  was  stopped. 

The  remaining  samples  were  of  good  quality,  and  call  for  no 
special  mention. 


FERTILIZER  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT. 

During  the  year  18  samples  were  examined  under  the  above 
Act.  ^  With  the  exception  of  a  sample  of  Bibby  meal,  which  was 
deficient  in  oil,  all  the  samples  substantially  agreed  with  the  accom¬ 
panying  invoices. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Monthly  analyses  of  the  water  supply  shows  it  to  maintain 
its  very  satisfactory  degree  of  purity.  The  average  “  hardness  ” 
of  the  water  remains  about  the  same  as  last  year  ;  and  the  figure 
recoided  under  albuminoid  ammonia  lises  and  falls  between  *04 
and  -ii  part  pei  million.

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS;  MARGARINE  ACTS; 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MILK  &  CREAM)  REGULATIONS,  1912. 

All  the  samples  obtained  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst, 
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Milk.—  Samples  were  obtained  from  shops,  railway  stations, 
and  milk  carts.  In  cases  of  adulteration,  further  samples  were  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  farmer,  the  farms  visited,  and  all  appliances,  etc., 
carefully  inspected.  Every  sample  was  examined  by  the  Public 
Analyst  for  preservations. 

Reviewing  the  cases  of  adulteration  reported  in  the  country 
and  the  different  decisions  arrived  at  by  Justices,  i.e.,  “  the  case  of 
Hunt  v.  Richardson  ”  ;  it  seems  right  to  express  the  opinion  that 
the  law  should  compel  the  farmer  to  feed  his  cattle  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  produce  milk  of  such  quality,  that  it  shall  be  up  to  the  base  or 
standard  laid  down  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  no  assistance 
should  be  conceded  to  him — by  legal  technicalities — in  his  defence 
of  an  offence.  It  is  highly  unsatisfactory  to  the  officials  carrying 
out  the  Acts  to  have  to  contend  with  these  legal  formulae.

Nos.  58  and  63. — Both  samples  morning’s  milk.  Case  brought 
before  Magistrates,  but  dismissed.  The  Magistrates  having 
under  review  the  recent  circular  from  Board  of  Agriculture, 
and  the  case  of  Hunt  v.  Richardson.  An  informal  sample 
(No.  62)  was  taken  at  the  farm  of  afternoon’s  milk,  and  the 
result  showed  3  *4  per  cent,  milk  fat. 

Nos.  log,  no,  120,  121,  122,  125,  128,  132,  and  188.— Informal 
samples  obtained  from  bakeries  in  the  Borough.  This  action 
was  taken  following  communication  received  from  the  Tocal 
Government  Board  (Food  Department),  October,  1916, 
calling  attention  to  the  presence  of  arsenic  contamination 
as  revealed  in  recent  analyses  of  baking  powder,  etc. 
Twenty-six  samples  were  obtained  and  of  these  nine  were 
reported  against.  The  whole  of  the  stock  of  these  was 
surrendered  and  destroyed  at  the  Corporation  destructor — 
upon  a  Magistrate’s  order.  In  every  case  the  result  was  made 
known  to  the  parties  involved,  and  the  Authorities  of  the 
towns  from  whence  the  material  was  purchased  originally 
were  notified  and  the  names  of  the  firms  given.  Further 
samples  obtained  since  this  period  were  reported  pure. 

Nos.  161,  169,  and  186. — Nos.  161  and  169  were  the  first  samples 
taken  at  Railway  Station  prior  to  delivery  to  consignees, 
and  No.  186  was  further  sample  taken  twelve  days  after  at 
the  same  station.  These  were  three  of  nine  samples  taken — 
six  were  reported  pure.  Nos.  161  and  169  were  afternoon’s 
milk,  and  No.  186  morning’s.  Two  samples  taken  at  the 
farm  in  the  afternoon  only  revealed  the  percentage  of  milk 
fat  of  3  and  3-3  per  cent,  respectively.  The  explanation 
of  the  farmer,  the  results  of  the  farm  samples,  and  the  view 
expressed  in  the  circular  from  the  Board— were  points 
considered  in  no  action  being  taken.

The  review  of  past  wars  and  their  relation  to  epidemics  was 
clearly  shown,  and  a  serious  note  of  warning  was  given  by  him  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  of  their  duty,  when  peace  is  declared  in  the 
present  war,  advising  them  to  be  on  the  alert  in  the  supervision  of 
the  demobilisation  and  its  far-reaching  effects.  He  also  spoke  upon

the  housing  question  and  dirty  tenants,  and  rightly  voiced  the 
difficulties  that  will  have  to  be  faced.  He  eulogized  the  work  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  at  home  and  abroad  and  the  need  for  the  Inspectors 
to  still  carry  on  their  good  work.  The  country  was  in  their  debt. 

The  paper  by  W.  Harpur,  Esq.,  gave— beyond  the  short 
historical  notes— the  sanitary  work  carried  out  in  Cardiff,  the 
provision  of  water  supply,  and  system  of  sewerage. .  Cardiff  boasts 
of  the  absence  of  cesspools,  midden  or  ashpits,  and  that  every  house 
is  provided  with  one  or  more  W.C.’s.  The  population  at  present 
is  estimated  at  188,495.  The  death-rate  14-8.  The  average  annual 
death-rate  ten  years  ending  1854  was  32-7. 

The  paper  by  Towy-Thomas,  Esq.,  reviewed  the  Acts  of 
Parliament  in  the  early  days  to  the  present  time,  and  their  effects 
in  the  cause  of  sanitation.  He  gave  figures  showing  the  great 
improvements  upon  the  housing  question  due  to  the  enforcement 
of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909. 

The  paper  by  Bailie  J.  Stewart,  Esq.,  Glasgow,  was  one  of 
practical  dealing  with  the  housing  question  in  Glasgow.  The  diffi¬ 
culties  experienced  in  the  tenement  system  and  the  question  of 
housing  reform  were  clearly  shown.  I  agree  with  him  that  the 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  the  question  of  infantile  mortality  in 
tenements  is  a  difficulty  which  we  in  the  “Cottage  Homes  of  England  ” 
cannot  realise.  Upon  the  housing  question  no  one  in  the  Conference 
could  give  a  practical  solution  of  how  to  build  houses  to  let  at  a  rental 
to  compare  with  those  demolished.  One  remedy  put  forward  to 
improve  the  environment  of  the  people,  was  “  a  living  wage  ”  The 
speaker  suggested  the  offering  of  loans  by  the  Government  free  of 
interest.  A  truly  Scottish  expression  ! 

The  paper  by  Charles  Hockley,  Esq.,  was  in  the  main  “  an 
invocation  to  the  powers  that  be  ”  to  give  power  and  help  to  the 
Public  Health  officials,  both  on  land  and  sea,  to  combat  those  evils 

derogatory  to  mankind.  He  also  reviewed  the  work  of  Port  Sanitary 
Inspectors.  J 

The  address  by  T.  G.  Dee,  Esq.,  was  a  general  review  of  Public 
Health  work,  and  evoked  great  discussion  of  the  many  points  set 
out-.  It  gave  at  general  length  the  serious  work  of  the  Public  Health 
officials,  and  none  but  those  intimate  with  the  inspector  and  his 

work  can  fully  realise  his  worth  and  the  difficulties  he  has  to  contend 
with.

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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee . 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  report  upon  tlie  work  of  School  Medical  Inspection  and  Treat¬ 
ment  for  the  year  1916. 

For  reasons  of  economy,  but  more  especially  owing  to  the  suspension 
of  Routine  Medical  Inspection  and  other  work,  my  report  is  comparatively 
brief.  The  figures  as  regards  special  examinations  and  the  work  of  the  Clinic 
apply  to  the  whole  year,  as  I  have  continued  this  portion  of  the  work  as  far 
as  my  other  duties  permitted.  I  wish  especially  to  draw  your  attention 
to  the  extension  of  the  work  of  the  Clinic,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  a  large 
number  of  children  have  been  efficiently  treated  there,  who  would  otherwise 
have  remained  more  or  less  untreated,  and,  in  consequence,  absent  from 
school  for  a  much  longer  period  than  was  actually  the  case.  The  nurses 
have  worked  hard  and  diligently  and  have  shown  themselves  greatly 
interested  and  very  capable  in  their  work.  In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express 
my  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  I  have  received  from  the  Director  of 
Education  and  yourselves.

THE  SCHOOL  CLINIC. 


The  extent  and  development  of  this  branch  of  the  Medical  Service  is 
perhaps  the  most  satisfactory  feature  of  the  year's  work.  The  treatment 
of  the  so-called  minor  ailments  of  children  requires  unremitting  attention 
and  care.  Regular  attendance  is  necessary,  such  as  is  impossible  of  attain¬ 
ment  at  an  out-patient  department  or  private  surgery.  Furthermore,  in 
a  large  number  of  cases  the  parents  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  pay  the 
inevitable  charges  that  must  follow  frequent  and  regular  treatment  at  the 
doctor's  ;  consequently,  in  many  cases,  this  attendance  is  casual  and  the 
case  drags  on  until  what  was  originally  a  trivial  ailment  becomes  much 
more  serious  and  difficult  to  cure.  All  reasonable  precautions  were,  how¬ 
ever,  taken  to  see  that  children,  whose  parents  or  guardians  really  could 
afford  to  pay  a  private  practitioner,  were  not  treated  at  the  Clinic.  The 
treatment  was  carried  out  under  my  personal  supervision,  and  I  have  examined 
and  arranged  for  the  treatment  of  a  large  number  of  children.  The  nurses 
have  followed  up  all  cases  where  any  neglect  might  have  been  expected.

WORK  OF  SCHOOL  NURSES. 


i  During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  two  nurses  have  been  engaged  upon 
the  duties  set  out  in  the  last  report.  The  cessation  of  Routine  Medical 
Inspection  has  enabled  them  to  carry  out  much  that  vTas  previously  im¬ 
possible.  The  growth  of  the  work  of  the  Clinic  has  kept  them  more  or  less 
fully  occupied  until  about  eleven  each  morning.  The  rest  of  their  time 
has  been  fully  taken  up  in  visiting  schools  with  reference  to  Infectious 
Disease  as  already  described,  in  general  cleanliness  inspections,  and  in 
“  following  up  ”  cases  at  home.  The  following  table  gives  particulars  of

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THE  PREVALENCE  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  past  year  lias  been  a  difficult  one,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  Measles,  and  Whooping  Cough.  A  large  number  of  children 
were  affected,  and  in  consequence  of  their  absence  and  the  absence  of  con¬ 
tacts,  the  attendance  at  all  the  schools  has  suffered  io  a  greater  or  less  extent 
In  view  of  the  facilities  for  intercourse  in  the  Borough,  school  closure  was 
not  advised.  The  schools  and  class-rooms  in  which  the  cases  were  said  to 
have  occurred  were  visited  by  the  School  Nurses,  who  warned  the  teachers 
and  examined  as  many  of  the  children  as  possible  for  rashes,  ‘‘  peeling/’  &c. 
Many  suspected  cases  were  in  this  way  brought  to  my  notice,  and  I  excluded 
a  number  of  children  from  school  who  were  suffering  from  infectious  diseases 
hitherto  unrecognised.  The  presence  in  the  schools  of  these  mild,  unrecog¬ 
nised  cases  has  undoubtedly  contributed  largely  to  the  continued  prevalence 
of  the  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever.  .  .

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TUBERCULOSIS  IN  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  glands,  bones,  joints,  &c.,  requiring  opera¬ 
tion  can  usually  only  be  dealt  with  at  the  local  Infirmary.  They  rarely 
can  derive  benefit  from  attendance  at  an  ordinary  school  until  more  or  less 
cured.  All  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  are  handed  over  to  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the  Borough,  who  keeps  them  under  observation 
and  gives  instructions  as  to  isolation  and  treatment.
